Striking his wife down with an 
| axe as she did the chores in the 


stable of their farm home at Royal 
Pa:‘:, near YVegreville, almost in- 
stantly killing her, and then setting 
fire to a nearby strawstack into 
which he jumped and was burned 
to death, Steve Ynitski, Russian 
farmer, ended a family quarrel with 
tragic suddenness on Monday morn- 


ng. 

Previous to carrying out his grim 
task, Ynitski called in his two chil- 
| dren, aged eight and four years, and 
sent them. over to the home of his 
brother-in-law with a note in which 
he stated his"intention of murdering 
his wife and afterwards committing 
suicide. The “relative immediately 
notified Corporal Heavock of the 
Vegregille detachment of the A. P. P., 
and rushed to the Ynitski farm, only 
to find that the murderer had already 
carried out his promise. 

Attempts made by police and neigh- 
bors to drag Ynitski’s body from the 
burning straw stack were futile and 
it was not until the stack had com- 
pletely burned out that the charred 
remains were removed. 

Family troubles are believed to have 
been cause of Ynitski's crazed act.

Good Weather Reports 
Needed Says Board Prob- 
ing Manitoba Crash

OTTAWA, March 16—The atro- 
plane crash near Portage La Prairic, 
Man., on February 20 shows tae im- 
portance of reliable and frequent wea- 
ther reports, states a notice issued to- 
day by the department of national 


defence, following an investigati¢n of 
the accident in which Dr. R. B, Alleyn 
and G. E. Lewis were killed, The de- 
partment finds that the lent oc- 


curred through misadventure cnused 
by unforeseen and suddenly changing 
weather conditions which when met 
with, the pilot did his best to avoid. 

No fault is attributed to the oper- 
ating company as when the flight was 
started the weather conditions were 
good and the weather reports gave 
no indication of adverse conditions on 
the route, 
WEATHER SERVICE 

“Improvement of the meteorological 
service and additional means of com- 
municating the latest weather infor- 
mation to pilots in flight are receiving 
consiaiut attention by the department 
with a view to increasing the effici- 
ency of this service,” says the report 

“The evidence shows that when the 
plane left Winnipeg the evening was 
fine and clear and that there were no 
|adverse weather reports from points 
on its course to Regina,” the report 
states, “Witnesses living in the dis- 
trict in which the accident took place 
have testified that within half an 
hour of the time the night was clear. 
It was damp, however, and the lower- 
ing of the temperature after sundown 
previpitated this dampness into a gen- 
eral fog, coveritg the entire district 
in which the pilot was then fying. 

“The evidence of the pilot shows 
that while the visibility was good 
when passing over Portage La Prairie 
ii became rapidly worse and shortly 
after passing that point he encounter- 
ed fog and tried to retrace his flight 
but found the fog had ciosea@ in 
around him. In endeavoring to land, 
his aircraft struck the ground with- 
out warning, overturned, took fire and 
was burned, The pilot was able to ex- 
tricate himself and escaped with head 
injuries only.”

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INTEREST RATES AND WHEAT 
PRICES 

Rumania has borrowed $53,000,000 in 
France at 7!. per cent interest, by a for- 
ty-year loan. 

Rumania figures in international 
commerce mainly as a wheat exporting 
country, and*wheat production is the basis 
of its national economy. Canadian grow- 
ers may thus see in the terms olf the loan 
an expectation of better times for wheat 
producers. 

If the Rumanian growers are to main- 
tain the public credit on a 7'4 per cent 
level, the price of wheat will have to go 
up. And if France did not think the in- 
terest would be paid, and the principal re- 
paid when due, the loan would not have 
been made. 


AN ENQUIRY OR A DEBATE? 

Ottawa announces that the wheat 
marketing investigation, if any is held, 
will be confined strictly to the propriety, 
advisability and general consequences of 
permitting people to buy and sell ‘“fu- 
tures”. 

That will restrict general interest in 
the enquiry, as well as the enquiry itself. 
The results can be foreseen, for the sub- 
ject has been investigated before, and the 
investigators will no doubt wind up at 
the same place their predecessors did. 
Speculating on the economic influence of 
future trading is about as much guess- 
work as speculating in “futures”. 

If light on the marketing question is 

hat is wanted, the commission should be 
cold to canvass the whole field of market- 
ing operations since the last commission 
made its report and sent in its bill, We 
might then get sofne conclusions based on 
demonstrated facts. What we shall get 
from the “futures” enquiry is a decision 
based on the pros and cons of abstract ar- 
gument. 


A LEAD FOR INVESTORS 

The C. P. R. has never wanted faith in 
western Canada, or in the security and 
profitabieness of putting money into west- 
ern railway lines. 

News that the company has appropri- 
ated $50,000,000 with which to carry on 
its construction program in the vest is in 
keeping with the policy under which the 
company has gone on consistently ex- 
tending its western system year after 
year, whether times were good or bad. 

The expenditure of this huge capital 
sum will provide employment for an army 
of men during the coming building season. 
It will permanently increase the railway 
facilities of the west, and thus open up 
new areas to settlement and production. 

And, not less important, the unshaken 
courage with which this pioneer railway 
company continues to pour money into 
western development should encourage 
other investors to regard the present de- 
pression in its proper perspective and to 
take the long view at the future of the 
country. Where the C. P, R. stakes its 
money others need not doubt as to the 
ultimate result. 


THE ELECTION CAR 

The legislature of Manitoba has de- 
cided that hereafter nobody shall hire 
automobiles to carry voters to the polls in 
that province. Perhaps the prohibition 
will prohibit, and the free and independ- 
ent be allowed to trudge to the polling 
places or stay at home just as they please. 

A similar provision was written into 
the charter of the city of Edmonton when 
that document was drafted. It is to be as- 
sumed that it has been faithfully ob- 
served; who would dare suggest the con- 
trary? 

But it has been a matter of remark on 
each succeeding voting day how many 
scores of gentlemen were found who were 
willing to devote their cars and themselves 
to the neighborly task of seeing that the 
supporters of their favored candidates got 
to the polling booths. 

Not infrequently the conveyances 
were altogether out of proportion to the 
numbers of voters conveyed, or wishing to 
be conveyed. And the rule has become 
pretty well established that the candidate 
who can get the largest number of cars 
into service on polling day--on a purely 
voluntary and unremunerated basis, of 
course, will win.

THE WASTE GAS CONUNDRUM 


The Provincial Government has been 
in conference with representatives of the 
oil producing companies in Turner Valley, 
on the subject of reducing the wastage of 
gas. The immediate result is to bring 
the proposition down from the statement 
of a general pri:ciple to the consideration 
of some very awkward details. 

The conservation of gas is unquestion- 
ably desirabie. How to bring that about 
is the stickler. Apparently the only means 
at once applicable is to restrict the output 
of gas from the wells. But to restrict the 
output of unsaleable gas means to restrict 
also the output of saleable gasoline. Which 
in turn means to restrict or destroy the 
prespects of dividends being received by 
those who have in good faith put money 
into the boring of the wells. 

lhat, obviously, is something that no 
fair-minded person would want to do; and 
something that the Government avowedly 
has no desire to do. Interfering in this 
way with the operation of the wells and 
the boring of more wells would not help 
to create or maintain employment. Neith- 
er would it strengthen the confidence of 
investors in the security of industrial un- 
dertakings in Alberta. 

It was considered to ‘be in the public 
interest to allow people to spend money 
developing the Turner Valley oil field. If 
it is now felt to be in the public interest 
that the investors should be prevented 
getting a return on their investment, 
these will naturally feel that they have 
been treated badly and are entitled to 
compensation. That in any case is a 
course that could not be taken with any 
enthusiasm, or without very real regret 
and some misgivings. 

The predicament will, and should, 
stimulate interest in the experiments 
which Dr. Boomer has been conducting in 
turning the waste gas to commercial ac- 
count, and in any other efforts made with 
that object in view. In the success of 
such efforts the method of real conserva- 
tion is to be found. Throttling the pro- 
duction of gasoline in order to prevent the 
waste of the gas is at best a makeshift.

WHAT MAKES THE BLOOD RED 

If you place your thumb firmly against the back 
of your hand, on removing the pressure you will 
notice that the skin appears white for a moment. 
then becomes pink again. The pinkness is due to the 
presence of red blood in the capillaries of the skin, 

The blood is given a red color by the hemoglobin 
of the red blood cells, Suppose you place a drop of 
this blood on a@ blotter. Let the figure “100” stand 
for the normal amount.of red coloring. When the 
amount of hemoglobin falls below 80 it is an indi- 
cation that the body starves for oxygen. Doctors 
have instruments for testing the exact amount of 
hemoglobin in the blood, 

You will understand how important the hemo- 
globin is when you understand that it feeds the ory- 
gen to all parts of the body. As the red blood cells 
containing the hemoglobin flow through the lungs 
the oxygen is picked up temporarily and attached 
to the hemoglobin. The red blood cells then carry 
the oxygen to the living cells in other parts of the 
body. If anything interferes with the power of the 
body to assimilate the iron out of which the hemo- 
globin is manufactured then there is not a sufficient 
amount of hemoglobin in your cells and they can no 
longer carty sufficient oxygen. This condition is 
present in anemia. In secondary anemia there may 
be a normal number of red blood cells, but they do 
not contain enough hemoglobin. In most cases the 
number of red blood cells will be greatly reduced so 
that instead of the usual 6,000,000 red blood cells 
per cubic millimeter there may be only 3,000,000 or 
less. In this case, when the total number of red 
blood cells is seriously reduced there is naturally also 
a decided reduction in the total amount of hemo- 
globin in the body. 

Many people think that since the hemoglobin is 
made from an iron compound, all that is necessary to 
increase the amount of hemoglobin is to eat more 
iron, As @ matler of fact, the foods which contain 
iron are very numerous, and many of them are com- 
mon foods. In those who do not have enough hemo- 
globin it seems as though something has happened to 
the body's ability to use the iron which is present in 
the food. 

Sometimes in a family all living on the same meals 
one may have this lack of hemoglobin, while in the 
remainder of the family a normal amount is present, 
Something has happened to the ability to assimilate 
the iron in that individual, I will explain more about 
this in tomorrow's article.

The ac- 
tivity of the pores of the skin may be. increased 
through cold showers, but the right amount of steady 
perspiration will not take place until all of the elemi- 
native organs are performing their proper functions, 
One should induce a sweat each day, either by hard 


work or by taking some vigorous physical culture

On his death-bed Scarron, the French dramatist, 
wrote a parody of a will. 

To Corneille, fellow dramatist, he left “two hun- 
dred pounds of patience,” something the writer much 
needed. 

To the Academy he gave “the power to alter the 
French language as they liked.” 

He begged his wife to remember him “sometimes.” 

Today, Paul Scarron is best known because he was 
once the husband of that Francoise d’Aubigne who 
ultimately became Madame de Maintenon, secret wife 
of Louis XIV of France, and the moulder of many of 
his policies. But at his death in 1660 he was noted 
as a poet, and above all, as the monarch of the wits 
of Paris 

A dissipated life, bringing him gout and rheuma- 
tism, had consigned him to a sort of wheel chair 
when he was only 25. But from it he ruled a famous 
salon, to which came all the merry-making elite of 
the capital. 

At 40, he met beautiful Francoise d’Aubigne, then 
15. They married from pity. He pitied her because 
she was penniless and doomed to be sacrificed to the 
gay life of Paris, since no suitable man—she was of 
gentle birth—would marry her without a dot. Shoe 
was sorry for his crippled condition, 

One of Scarron’s best quips came at the making 
of the marriage contract, 

“what is the young lady's fortune?” 
notary. To which Scarron replied: 

“Four louls, two large wicked eyes, one fine figure, 
one pair of good hands, and lots of mind.” 

“And what do you give her?” pursued the lawyer, 

“Immortality,” replied the writer, “The names of 
the wives of kings die with them—that of Scarron’s 
wife will live forever.” 

In the passing years jesting became more and more 
difficuit, for he was in terrible pain, but he laughed 
and joked to the end of his days. 

Madame Scarron summoned priests when he was 
at his lowest. He laughed at their fears, 

She spoke of hell. 

“Without you I must have had my hell on earth,” 
he said, 

To console him, the priest said that “God had 
visited him more than any other man.” 

“He does me too much honor,” said the scoffer. 

His jast moments were as merry as any. When he 
saw his friends weep!ng, he cried, “I shall neyer make 
you weep as much as I have made you laugh.” 

In the very presence of death, he murmured, “No 
more sleeplessness, no more gout.” As he expired, he 
said, “I never thought it was so easy to laugh at 
death.”

Richard Burbage, the Garrick of 


the Elizabethan stage, was buried 
at St. Leonard's, Shoreditch, on 
March 16th, 1619, Though the name 
and fame of Richard Burbage stand 
now of small account in the light 
of his illustrious colleague, Shakes- 
peare, in their own day the actor 
appears to have been an even greater 
celebrity than the playwright. 
Shakespeare, of course needed no 
star artist to put life and color into 
his characters, but in Burbage, he 
must have found a kindred genius 
capable of interpreting his subtlest 
shades of thought. Burbage was a 
stage favorite before Shakespeare 
became known to the world, Indeed, 
he was associated with the theatre 
from his childhood, his father, 
James Burbage, having been the 
first builder of a theatre in Eng- 
land. As a boy he made his debut at 
his father’s theatre in Shoreditch, 
and though there is little contem- 
porary evidence concerning his 
career until the beginning of the 
seve:iteenth century, it is clear that 
by then he had outstripped all his 
rivals in popularity. On the death 
of his father, Richard Burbage with 
his brother and sister, were left as 
proprietors of the Blackfriars Thea-

Just what Balzac meant by the 
terribleness of the rebellion of sheep 
I do not know, but I suspect that we 
are in danger of encouraging the 
rebellion of hitherto sheep-like 
masses unless we bring a creative in- 
telligence to the current problem of 
wdjusting the processes of produc-* 
tion, distribution, and consumption 
wisely. 

It is now said on all hands that 
the way out of all economic troubles 
lie Jn controlling production in terms 
of active demand. 

If every man, woman, and vhild in 
the world were on @ civilized stan- 
dard of living, this formula for 
economic health might be accepted 
without question, 

But until the human race is lifted 
to w civilized standard of living ib 4s 
treasonable to talk of scaling pro- 
duction down to an existing cramped 
demand. 

Some temporary adjustment of 
production to an abnormally low de- 
mand may be necessary; I am not 
romantic enough to think that the 
manufacturer can go gaily on pro- 
ducing without regard for his 
market, 

But in thinking of long-time na- 
tional economic policy it is, I sug- 
gest, the small talk of small men to 
say that the market should willy- 
nilly dictate production, 


The producing forces of the ma- 
chine age have it within their power 
to remake civilization the world 
around, 

If the minority of great industries 
that have found it workable to oper- 
ate on a basis of high wages, short 
hours, and low prices would only 
take leadership in helping all of 
business and industry to shift to this 
operating basis, we could create 
markets that are yet unborn, for we 
should be creating prosperous con- 
sumers who are in turn profitable 
customers 

Adjusting production to an exist- 
ing cramped demand is urged in or- 
der to stabilize business, 

But while millions of men, women, 
and children the world around are 
still at or near the subsistence level, 
this policy is not so much a stabiliz- 
ation of business as it is a stabiliza- 
tion of want. 


THE WHEAT PROBLE:

HAMBURG, Germany, Mar. 16— | 
Three Fascists, ono a former police- 
man who was dismissed from the force | 
six months ago for his political activi- | 
ties, have been arrested, charged with 
the assassination of the Communist 
burgess, Erneut Henning, in an auto- 
bus here Saturday night. | 

The assassination took on an added 
Significance today in view of the 
shooting Friday of the government 
councillor, Lassaly, by a police sergeant 
whom he had called on the carpet in 
connection with alleged Fascist ac- 
tivities. Hamburg’s communists are 
€reatly wrought up over the two af- 
fairs and police are taking consider- 
able precautions against retaliatory 
measures, 

Henning’s murder was carried out 
with striking clumsiness, two women 
being wounded in the course of the 
shooting, while another communist 
passenger sitting beside Henning es- 
caped with a slight head wound by 
4 falling to the floor and pretending he 
was dead, Five of the 15 shots fired |

During the past few years a growing 
interest has been manifested amon, 
Edmonton flower growers on the sub- 
ject of the rock garden—that per iy 
most intensely interesting phase of ail 
gardening. And to those whose inte: 
est lies in flowers, the rock garden } 
not only interesting but instructive 
So numerous and varied are the plant: 
suitable for this type of garden, tha 
much more will be learned of the 
plant families, their nature and re- 
quirements, than is usually acquired 
in the growing of ordinary bed and 
border plants, 

The rock garden should be so placed 
that it will harmonize with the sur- 
roundings, and it will be made more 
effective by having a background of 
To carry out the desired 
appearance of “naturalness,” it should 
never be placed in the’ centre of a 
lawn, nor shoud the rocks of which It 
is constructed be placed on end. 1 
should appear as natural as @ moun- 
tain slope, 

ROCK GARDEN 

Having determined the most suit- 
able location, stake the irregular out- 
line which will be the boundary of 
the rock garden, Along this boundary 
dig out the soil to the depth of about 
eighteen inches, throwing the soil back 
on to what is to be the highest point 
of the rockery. If insufficient soil is 
derived from this source to give the 
required height, the total mass should 
be supplemented by the addition of 
stones. old broken brick, concrete or 
coal cinders. More moisture will be 
retained by the addition of such ma- 
terial than would be by the same bulic 
alone, Before any actual 
building is done, a rough contour of 
the whole should be formed in this 
manner, and the earth should be 
tamped down and soaked with water 
to avoid future settling.
